He presented p e ti­ 
tions which he said bore the names 
of more than 30,000 St. Louisians. 
The 
com mittee

reported 
adversely a bill to make betting on 
baseball gam es a felony. 
There is 
now a misdemeanor statu te leveled at 
betting upon gam es, etc. 
This was 
one of the Judge Landis’ bills which 
were 
mentioned 
by

Welty of Ohio, who presented an im­ 
peachment resolution against Landis. 
Another I«andis bill, this one leveled 
against the bribery of baseball play­ 
ers, was not reported. 
The Senate Committee on Ways 
and Means today submitted an ad­ 
verse report on Senator C ham bers’ 
bill imposing a tax of 1 cent per g al­ 
lon on ice cream and an annual tax 
of $5 on retail dealers in ice cream.

The main purpose of the Biological 
Survey is the conservation of bene­ 
ficial form* of wild life and the de­ 
velopm ent for controlling the harm­ 
ful 
form s. 
The 
bureau 
began 
its 
work many years ago with studies of 
the distribution and habits of birds 
and wild animals. 
This led to inves­ 
tigation of their relation to agricul­ 
ture, and ^the knowledge gained has 
served helpfully to aid in 
bringing 
about laws 
in 
practically all 
the 
States 
for wild-life 
protection. 
It 
has led, also, to a nation-wide cam ­ 
paign against stock-destroying 
wild 
anim als, such as 
wolves, 
coyotes, 
mountain lions and others, being con­ 
ducted in these States has resulted 
in building up perhaps the largest 
hunting organization in the 
wmrld. 
From 200 to more than 400 hunters 
and trappers, according to the season, 
are employed in this work and in­ 
clude many of the most skillful trap­ 
pers in the country. 
More than 3000 
gray wolves have been killed and 
a 
total of probably more than 200,000 
of all kinds of 
predatory 
anim als. 
The bureau specializes on notorious 
tock killers which 
through 
their 
cunning have long 
evaded 
capture. 
One w olf of this character killed in 
W yom ing had a record of about $25,- 
000 worth of stock destroyed during 
the three years before it was killed. 
The stories of the trailing and de­ 
struction of some of these cunning 
beasts of the field are of much in­ 
terest. 
In its study of the food habits of 
birds the Survey 
experts 
have ex­ 
amined more than 
70,000 
stom achs 
and the knowledge gained 
demon­ 
strated the fact that birds are 
of 
great usefulness to agriculture in the 
destruction of injurious insects. Ow­ 
ing to the constantly increasing pop­ 
ulation of the country, the destrue- 
ion of bird life became alarm ing. In 
order to prevent this, so far as pos­ 
sible, the Migratory Bird treaty was 
negotiated for the protection of birds 
in the United States and Canada, and 
Congress passed an act to put 
the 
treaty in force. 
The law is admini­ 
stered by the Survey. 
As a result 
of the treaty and the law, a notable 
ncrease in birds, both gam e and non­ 
gam e species, has resulted through­ 
out the country. 
The Survey ha- supervision, also 
of the introduction of birds and sm all 
anim als into the United States.

One of the big piece? of 
work undertaken by the

Thp distribution of native wild life 
form s reveals conditions favorable to 
certain crops and thus is of practical 
importance in agriculture, as well as 
in other affair?.

The northern limit of what 
scientists call the lower austral zone, 
worked out by the Biological Survey 
on the basis of birds, mammal?, and 
ree?, shows very closely the north­ 
ern limit of the natural distribution 
of the yellow -fever mosquito. 
The Biological Survey adm inisters 
the Federal bird and gam e reserva­ 
tion? on which the wild life of the

reservations include some of the best 
breeding places for wild fowl thru- 
out the United States, Alaska

Millions of wild fowl are

On the big 
gam e reservations the same sort

Fur farm ing, an industry that ha? 
become a necessity if the supply of 
pelts in this country is to continue 
adequate to meet the demand

furs, is being developed by the Bi- 
ologica! Survey. 
The work being done by the Bio­ 
logical Survey in the adm inistration 
of the Migratory Bird treaty act and 
other activities for the conservation 
of our wild life is of direct interest 
to a vast number of nature lovers 
throughout the country, as well a? 
of practical value in helping increase 
the gam e of supply for our more than 
6,000 000 hunters who go afield, gun 
in hand, each year.

M onazite contains not only thori­ 
um, but some other rare earth m etals.

to do with.

commonwealth, 
and 
which reads like a highly m eritorious 
one, contains sections interpretable to 
suit the fancy. 
A feature is that it 
prohibits curbstone dealers in “ dirt 
through em phatically stipulating th a t 
<*aeh license must m aintain constantly 
a regular place of business within 
Missouri. 
If the bill is passed and signed by 
the Governor, it provides for a first 
paym ent to the State of $10 by each 
real estate broker or dealer or com 
pany, a fte r other 
provisions 
have 
been complied with, and thereafter 
an annual license renewal fee of $5. 
Salesmen in the 
employ 
of legally 
recognized real estate companies or 
brokers must also be licensed, 
the 
first paym ent being $2 for the initial 
year and then another dollar annual­ 
ly for a renewal of the priviledge 
An additional annual paym ent of 
a 
dollar for each branch office in 
the 
S tate is exacted of every real estate 
company. 
The intent o f the O’Donnell m eas­ 
ure, liberally and intelligently 
con­ 
strued, seems to be to protect real 
estate and farm 
land buyers 
and 
sellers from gross frauds, m isrepre­ 
sentations, double dealings, failure on 
the part of the agent or broker 
to 
prom ptly rem it all rents ane other 
moneys collected, received or other­ 
wise handled, incompetency of real 
estate men or agents, and all other 
questionable or dishonest methods or 
dealings through limiting the voca­ 
tion only to persons known to be of 
good repute, 
honest, 
truthful and 
competent. 
The Missouri Real E state Commis­ 
sion, the bill outlines, is to be com­ 
posed of three 
commissioners, 
ap ­ 
pointed by the Governor with the ad­ 
vice and consent of the Senate, and 
one member for one year, a second 
member for two years and the third 
member for three 
years, and 
one 
every year thereafter for a term of 
1 years each. 
The chief qualificati on 
of each commissioner is that he shall 
have been a real estate man for 
at 
least ten years prior to the date of 
his appointment. 
The compensation 
is*$10 a day for each actual day de­ 
voted to official duties ami all actual 
and necessary' expenses. 
One 
Com­ 
missioner each year is to be designat­ 
ed as President of the Commission. 
A secretary and all needed and neces­ 
sary clerks, stenographers and other 
assistants, office headquarters, equip­ 
ments, stationery, and other conveni­ 
ences are provided for.

The fact that 144,000 
women fileil 
State income tax returns, outside of 
those whose incomes were covered by 
a joint return, creates no surprise at 
all. 
In this State rom an is just as 
free to acquire and manage property 
as man is; indeed, a wife is a bit more 
free than her husband. 
But there 
is much f«>o«i for reflection in the an­ 
nouncement that more 
than 
30,000 
women, all single, filled in blanks as 
heads of families 
with 
depemlents 
whom they were supporting. 
And in 
a large number of cases the salaries 
they were earning were 
substantial 
enough to justify the assumption of 
such obligations for the support of 
relatives. 
Probably the average 
or 
typical woman is proud of earning a 
salary, proud o* being the head of a 
family in the income tax sense; prou«l 
of her own loyalty to the family she 
holds together. 
The feeling that she 
is “an unapporpriated blessing,” 
to 
a«lopt the old euphemism for a spins­ 
ter, takes this form. 
Efficiency and 
attentive industry utterly banish the 
fee1 ing that somehow the world has 
lacked appreciation of her possibili­ 
ties. 
Is this development of our com­ 
plex civilization a good one or a bad 
one? 
W’e do not know. 
But that it 
is not «listinctively American ami that 
everywhere it was inevitable may be 
averred without fear of serious con­ 
tradiction.—Brooklyn Eagle.

Missouri, for the year 1919 
reached the record breaking worth of 
$62,079,755 according to advance in­ 
form ation from the 1920 Red Book of 
the Missouri Bureau of laibor S tatis­ 
tics given out for publication today 
by Commissioner William H. Lewis. 
The industry rank* fifth in im port­ 
ance ami total worth among all lines 
of M issouri’s huge diversified m anu­ 
facturing, 
being 
exceeded 
only by 
m eat packing; boots and shoes, flour, 
feed ami meal and automobile m anu­ 
facturing, assem bling and repairing. 
The industry showed a steady grow th 
in the la*t four years, the total w orth 
for 1917 being $55,618,729 and for 
1918 
$59.562,484. 
Figures for 
1920 
are no yet available, but 
early 
re­ 
turns from 
six extensive 
St. Louis 
publishing 
plant* 
forecast 
a 
total 
worth for this year which will outline 
that of 1919. 
More than half of the work 
was 
done in St. Louis, according to 
the 
bulletin of Commissioner Lewis. The 
figures show that the value of pro­ 
ducts m anufactured in St. Louis 
in 
1919 was $51,958.641. 
More than half 
of the rem ainder was done in Kansas 
City, the total for that municipality 
being $16,565,477. 
St. Joseph turned 
out $2,428,655 worth of work 
and 
other cities and towns in the 
State 
reported totals that aggregate $11,« 
565.001, 
The grow th along all lines of the 
returns for the year 1919 over both 
1917 and 1918 show there was paid 
out that year for salaries and wages 
$21,585.654 while the value of 
m a­ 
terials and supplies used amounted to 
$20.711.546. 
Rent, taxes ami insur­ 
ance totaled $2.093.68 and the miscel­ 
laneous disburacem ents were $8,394,- 
657. 
The invested capital is listed at 
$36,647,989. 
The num ber of persons 
employed 
did not show so great an increase the 
total in 1919 being 18.041 as com par­ 
ed with 18.001 in 1918 and 17,978 in 
1917. 
In 1919 the number of men em­ 
ployed was 13,843 and the num ber of 
women 4.198. 
A bulletin of the Missouri Bureau 
of labor Statistics on planing 
mill 
products, cabinet work 
and

wood working indicates that a gain of 
more than a million dollars was made 
in the toal value 
of 
m anufactured 
products in this line 
from 
1917 to 
1919 the total worth for the 
latter 
years being placed by this State au 
thority at $7,078,208. 
Amounts paid 
in wage- ami salaries in this industry 
1919 totaled $2,544.092 and for all 
raw materials ami supplies used was 
$5,083,852. 
Persons employed in this work in 
1919 numbered 1748 men and 68 wo­ 
men a slight gain over the num ber in 
1917, when 1719 men and 65 women 
were employed in Missouri by the in­ 
dustry. 


The main purpose of the Biological 
Survey is the conservation of bene­ 
ficial form s of wild life and the de­ 
velopm ent for controlling the harm ­ 
ful form s.

The bureau specializes on notorious 
stock killers which

One wolf of this character killed in 
W yoming had a record of about $25,- 
000 worth of stock destroyed during 
the three years before it was killed. 
The stories of the trailing and de­ 
struction of some of these cunning 
beasts of the field are of much in­ 
terest. 
In its study of the food habits of 
birds the Survey 
experts 
have ex­ 
amined more than 
70,000 
stomachs 
ami the knowledge gained 
demon­ 
strated the fact that birds are 
of 
great usefulness to agriculture in the 
destruction of injurious insects. Ow­ 
ing to the constantly increasing pop­ 
ulation of the country, the destruc- 
ion of bird life became alarm ing. In 
order to prevent this, so fa r as pos­ 
sible, the M igratory Bird treaty was 
negotiated for the protection of birds 
in the United States and Canada, and 


C o n g r e s s pagsed an act to put 
the 
treaty in force. 
The law is adm ini­ 
stered by the Survey. 
As a result 
of the treaty and the law, a notable 
increase in bird«, both game and non­ 
gam e species, has resulted through­ 
out the country. 
The Survey has supervision, also 
of the introduction of birds and small 
anim als into the United States. 
Im ­ 
portations 
are 
examined 
a ports, 
w here useful 
specie* 
are 
adm itted 
and the injuxious ones sent back or 
destroyed. 
One of the big pieces of 
work undertaken by the 
Biological 
Survey was the investigation of 
the 
distribution of birds, mammals and 
plant life in relation to clim atic 
or 
life zones. 
The distribution of native wild life 
form s reveals conditions favorable to 
certain crop* and thus is of practical 
im portance in agriculture, a* well as 
in other affair*. 
Here is an illus­ 
tration: 
The northern lim it of what 
scientists call the lower austral zone, 
worked out by the Biological Survey 
on the basis of birds, mammals, and 
trees, shows very closely the north­ 
ern limit of the natural distribution 
of the yellow-fever mosquito. 
The Biological Survey adm inisters 
the Federal bird and gam e reserva 
tion* on which the wild life of the 
country is given protection against 
ever-increasing 
dangers. 
The 
bird 
reservations include some of the best 
bre«*iing places for wild fowl thru 
out the United States, Alaska 
and 
Hawaii. 
Millions of wild fowl are 
thus enabled to nest safely and 
to 
keep up their number* under condi­ 
tions that, without protection, would 
lead toward exerm ination. On the big 
gam e reservations the same sort 
of 
protection is given 
to buffalo, 
elk, 
antelope and deer. 
F u r farm ing, an industry th at has 
become a necessity if the supply of 
pelts in this country is to continue 
adequate to meet the demand 
for 
furs, is being developed by the Bi­ 
ological Survey. 
The work being done by the Bio 
logical Survey in the adm inistration 
of the M igratory Bird treaty act and 
other activities for the conservation 
of our wild life is of direct interest 
to a vast num ber of nature lovers 
throughout the country, as well as 
of practical value in helping increase 
the gam e of supply for our more than 
6,000 000 hunters who go afield, gun 
in hand, each year 
Dr. E. W. Nelson is chief of the 
Survey. 
He considers 
the 
friendly 
co-operation *on a large scale which 
the Survey has built up «luring the

O'Donnell of Jackson County, a Kan­ 
sas City lawyer. The measure, which, 
if it becomes a law, effects the future 
operations of fully 10,000 real estate 
men 
Of 
the 
commonwealth, 
and 
which reads like a highly meritorious 
one, contains sections interpretable to 
suit the fancy. 
A feature is that it 
prohibits curbstone dealers in “dirt” 
through emphatically stipulating that 
each license must maintain constantly 
a regular place of business within 
Missouri. 
If the bill is passed and signed bv 
the Governor, it provides for a first 
payment to the State of $10 by each 
real estate broker or dealer or com­ 
pany, after other 
provisions 
have 
been complied with, and thereafter 
an annual license renewal fee of $5. 
Salesmen in the 
employ 
of legally 
recognized real estate companies or 
brokers must also be licensed, 
the 
first payment being $2 for the initial 
year and then another dollar annual­ 
ly for a renewal of the priviledge. 
An additional annual payment of 
a 
dollar for each branch office in 
the 
State is exacted of every real estate 
company. 
The intent of the O’Donnell meas­ 
ure, liberally and intelligently 
con­ 
strued, seems to be to protect real 
estate and farm land buyers 
and 
sellers from gross frauds, misrepre­ 
sentations. double dealings, failure on 
the part of the agent or broker 
to 
promptly remit all rents and other 
moneys collected, received or other­ 
wise handled, incompetency of real 
estate men or agents, and all other 
questionable or dishonest methods or 
dealings through limiting the voca­ 
tion only to persons known to be of 
good repute, 
honest, 
truthful and 
competent. 
The Missouri Real Estate Commis­ 
sion, the bill outlines, is to be com­ 
posed of three 
commissioners, 
ap­ 
pointed by the Governor with the ad­ 
vice and consent of the Senate, and 
•*ne member for one year, a second 
member for two years and the third 
member for three 
years, and 
one 
.every year thereafter for a term of 
3 years each. 
The chief qualification 
of each commissioner is that he shall 
have been a real estate man for 
at 
least ten years prior to the date of 
his appointment. 
The compensation 
is.$10 a day for each actual day de­ 
voted to official duties ami all actual 
and necessary expenses. 
One 
Com­ 
missioner each year is to be designat­ 
ed as President of the Commission. 
A secretary and all needed and neces­ 
sary clerks, stenographers and other 
assistants, office headquarters, equip­ 
ments, stationery, and other conveni­ 
ences are provided for. 
The Com­ 
mission is supposed to fix the salaries 
of all assistants and other employes, 
the only limit to expenses being that 
the total disbursements, including the 
pay of the three commissioners, do 
not exceed the annual receipts 
from 
licenses and other fees. 
All surplu 
collections, if such a thing is possible, 
revert at the close of each year to the 
State general revenue fund. 
The O’Donnell measure declare* it 
unlawful for any person, firm, com­ 
pany, partnership, 
association, 
cor­ 
poration to engage in the real estate 
business in Missouri after the act be­ 
comes a law, without first being regu­ 
larly and fully licensed by the Com­ 
mission. 
Each violation 
constitutes 
a misdemeanor punishable by fine or 
imprisonment, or 
by both. 
A real 
estate broker or dealer or company is 
defined to be any individual or com­ 
bination of persons, who, for a com­ 
pensation or valuable 
consideration, 
sells, or offer for eale or to buy, or 
negotiates the purchase or sale or ex­ 
change, or lease, or 
rent, 
any real 
estate or the improvements thereon, 
for others, as a whole or partial vo­ 
cation. A real estate salesman is de­ 
clared to be an individual, who, also 
for a compensation or valuable con- 
siledation, is employed, directly or in­ 
directly, by 
a licensed 
real estate 
broker or company or assftciation as 
a business representative or agent. 
The act exempts all persons solely 
f elling or otherwise disposing,
